House Committee Favors 
New Bank Check Bill.

The house ways and means commit- 
tee ‘Tuesday afternoon agreed to re- 
turn a favorable report-on the bill 
drawn by Governor Thomas W. Hard- 
wick providing for the creation of an 
auditing and budget commission. 
Vigorous opposition to the bill had 
been made by committee members who 
objected to the governor having au- 
thority to appoint the audifor at a 
salary of $5,000 a year and Represent- 
ative Williams, of Walton, had in- 
quired of members if they would sup- 
port the bill “if they knew that a re- 


essary commodities. 

3. That preferential movement of 
coal cars to the mines be practiced 
and that cars suitable for transporting 
coal shall not be used for taking 
other commodities. 

4. That an embargo be placed 
against the receipt of coal or other 
freight transported in open top cars 
suitable for coal loading which can- 
not be unloaded within 24 hours after 
placement. 

5. That all rules, regulations and 
practices of the railroads with respect 
to the car service be suspended so 
far as they conflict with the new regu- 
lations, 

Coal Cars Classified. 


The commission, in designating the 
manner in which coal cars are to be 
supplied to the mines, divided them 
into five classes. In the first class 
will be cars “for such special pur- 
poses as may from time to time be 
specially designated”—which gives the 
commission virtually comp'ete control 
over the movement of all cars. In 
the second class are cars for fuel for 
railroads and other carriers including 
ships; for public utilities which di- 
rectly serve the general public—street 
and interurban’ railways, electric 
power, and light, gas, water, sewer 
works, ice plants and hospitals. 

In class three are cars given special 
priority for the movenfent of bitu- 
minous coal from mines in Pensyl- 
vania, Oh#o, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucy, Tennessee and Alabuma to any 
Lake Erie points for traas-shipment 
by water to ports on Lake Superior, 
which insures ample supplies to the 
lake regions and northwest before ice 
blocks Great Lakes navigation. 

The fourth class covers cars devoted 
to coal for domestic ccnsumption, 
while the fifth class includes those 
for “other purposes.” 


Diversion Forbidden. 

Under the commission's rule ne 

coal cars embraced in the first four 

_ elasses can be reconsigned or diverted 
except for use in the same or a s8u- 
perior class and in the order of pri- 
ority established. 

In the second order the commission 
directs all railroads in the nation to 
route all of their freight cars by the

Determination to use the Grant 
park site for the girls’ senior h’<h 
school was reiterated, in effect, by 
the bond commission Tuesday after- 
noon when it passed unanimously a 
resolution offered by Councilman J. Rh. 
Nutting to purchase twenty acres of 
hand on the south end of the park in 


' exchange for the ten acres on the 


north side, which it proposes to use 
for the high school. It had been pro- 
posed before to buy f@fteen acres in 
exchange for the ten. The money 
available for school expansion will be 
used for making the purchase, the res- 
olution provides, ; 

At its last meeting city council re- 
fused to take action on the proposal 
to utilize the 10-acre tract for school 
purposes until it was assured there 
would be no objections on the part of 
ihe Grant heirs. The matter was re- 
ferred back to the board of education 
and bond commission with an amend- 
ment by Councilman Nutting that 
20 acres instead of 15 acres be pur- 
chased and added to the park in ex- 
change for the north end property. 

Predict Board's Approval. 

With the concurrence of the board 
of education, which will meet within 
the next few days and take action on 
the amended resolution, it is predicted 
that this course will be taken by city 
council and that condemnation pro- 
ceedings will be instituted against the 
10-acre tract on the north end of the 
park so that the property may be 
utilized for the location of the school.

LENGTHY DEBATE 
PRECEDES ACTION 


Judge Sibley Issues In- 
junction Against Both 
Strikers and Roads in 
Federal Court. 


After lengthy debate in executive 
session Tuesday afternoon, house gen- 
eral judiciarv committee No. 1, report- 
ed favorably, by a vote of 16 to 7, the 
Davis-Keith anti-picketing bill. 

The measure provides that it shal) 
be unlawful for any persons out on 
strike to picket public works, prop- 
erty of corporations or private citi- 
zens, or otherwise to interfere with 
corporations or individuals in the op- 
eration of their business. It also 
prohibits circulation of pamphlets or 
other printed matter by strikers of a 
defamatory nature. 

Last Thursday night a similar bill 
pending in the senate was adversed by 
the senate committee on commerce and 


Also on Thursday .ifternoon§ the 
house committee considering the anti- 
picketing bill held a public hearing 
which lasted nearly three hours. 

Vigorous Protest. 

Opponents of the measure had a 
delegation of more than 100 present 
and protested violently against the 
bill. 

Their spokesmen declared that the 
proposed law strikes directly at the 
most vital principles of organized la- | 
bor. They said it would prevent free 
speech and would, in effect, amount 
to a prohibition of strikers from 
walking along the public highways. 

A large number of citizens, among 
whom were residents along the A., B. 
& A. railroad, whose employees went 
out on strike a year ago, appeared to 
urge passage of the bill. Some of the 
speakers asserted that the strikers 
used intimidation and one merchant 
asserted that he was boycotted and 
his business ruined. 

The senate anti-picketing bill was 
introduced by Senator Tarpley, of the 
thirty-sixth. The house bill was of- 
fered by Davis, of Oglethorpe, and 
Keith, of Meriwether. 

Employers and organized labor are 
watching the progress of the biil with 
keen interest. A hot fight is certain 
when it comes up for passage.

The order of Judge Sibley is with- 
out prejudice to either side, simply 
enjoining each group to obey the

- Certainly, no citizen worthy the 
protection of the American flag 
could reasonably expect or ask more 
than that. 

The leaders of organized labor 
and the executives of the railroad 
industry in this territory are law- 
respecting, high-minded and patri 
otic citizens. 

They differ, of course, in their re- 
spective viewpoints concerning the 
issues involyed in the present con- 
troversy, but when it comes to pa- 
triotism and their attitude toward 
constitutional law, they are on com- 
mon ground. 

If they were the only ones whose 
conduct were to be taken into con- 
sideration there would be no occa- 
sion for a court order enjoining 
obedience of the law; but the order 
issued by Judge Sibley is justified 
as a measure to safeguard them as 
well as society in general against’ 
the damaging consequences of acts 
of unthinking, hot-headed and irre- 
sponsible subordinates who might 
become identified with the rank and 


file of either group. 
This is not a local strike; it is 


national. 
It will not be, nor can it be, set- 


tled in Atlanta. 


It must be, and eventually will be | 


settled officially at its points of ori- 
gin, that is, at the national official 
headquarters of the interests im.! 
mediately concerned in it, and the 
local units of the two major con- 
tending groups will be governed by 
the terms upon which it is settled. 
Locally, those directly allied with 
either side of the controversy are 
for the most part Georgians and At- 
lantans, with interests largely in 
common. Therefore, it would be 
doubly unbecomnig and destructive 
of their own welfare, to say nothing 
of that of the community of which 


in Georgia. 

Possibly the bill was extreme and 
too drastic; for under certain cir- 
cumstances it obviously is not nec. 
essary for a motorist to stop at a 
grade crossing in order to make 
Sure Of safety; and its defeat may 
have been justified upon that 
ground. 

But much of the argument that 
was used against it on the floor was 
absurd, untenable and wholly out 
of place.

the enactment of a law—were that 
possible—that would prevent acci- 
dents occasioning them? 

Surely no man is so antagonistic 
to the railroads that he disapproves 
any measure to prevent accidents 
simply because it would relieve the 
carrier corporations from the all 
too frequent necessity of paying 
money as measurable compensation 
for human lives lost, personal in- 
juries, and property damage sus- 
tained in automobile wrecks at 
grade crossings! 

The only question that the senate 
should have considered in connec- 
tion with this bill is that of the 
probable efficacy of the act as a 
preventive of such accidents—acci- 
dents that are of almost daily oc- 
currence in Georgia. 

It could easily have been amended 
so as not to relieve the carriers 
from any measure of responsibility 
which now rests upon them, if such 
amendment were necessary.

_ States His Position. 
Outlining his position on impor- 
tant legislation, praising Woodrow 
Wilson, and defending the position he 
has taken in legislation of national 
scope, Senator Harris gave a complete 
account of his stewardship. 

As a member of the committee on 
appropriations, immigration and ter- 
ritories and insular possessions, three 
special committees and several sub- 
cominittees, he ‘showed that he has 
becn in position to foster much health- 
ful legislation. 

_He said that a few men from small 
New Pngland states have controlled 
important committees and run the 
Fovernment in the interest of their 
own sections and to the hurt of other 
parts of the country. In regard to 
the high protective tariff favored by 
the republicans, he said:

When the cotton crop was 
aimost gathered in 1918 and the price 
had advanced there was a demand 
from both republicans and democrats 
in the north for President Wilson to 
fix the price. Mr. Cox, a democratic 
congressman from Indiana, introduced 
a bill fixing the price of cotton at 15 
cents per pound when it had cost the 
farmers at least 35 cents that year to 
raise it. Others urged that the price 
be fixed at about this price, Had con- 
gress or President Wilson fixed the 
price at anything like figure of Mr.

Senator Harris expressed the deep- 
est interest in the’ ex-soldiers. He in- 
veighed against the bonus given to 
civilian employees of the government 
during the war. He told of his trip, 
at his own expense, to Europe to see 
General Pershing about bringing home 
many of the Georgia boys needed so 
badly by their people back at home. 
In the recent agitation to cancel al! 
war debts of foreign countries he 
fought cancellation as vigorously as he 
could, he says. Another service lhe 
points out was the raising of the age 
limit of the census takers so that con. 
federate. veterans could get the jobs. 
He said that he appointed more con- 
federate veterans to federal office than 
any other man in the south,

By a margin of one vote the bill 
by Senator G. A. Johns, of the 27th, 
to forbid the operation of public poo) 
rooms in Georgia, was reported un- 
favorably Tuesday afternoon by sen- 
ate judiciary committee No. 2. The 
vote was 5 to 4. 

Senator Johns and A. J. Woodruff, 
representative of the Georgia Anti- 
Pool Room league, spoke urging fav- 
orable action on the measure, It was 
opposed by Attorney*John Y¥. Smith, 
counsel for the Georgia Billiard asso- 
ciation. 

Senator Walker, a member of the 
committee, offered an amendment to 
the bill to prebibit the operation of 
any pool room in the state. The 
amendment was adopted 6 to 4, but 
the line-up switched on the motion tg 
report the bill out favorably. 

The author of the bill. speaking be- 
fore the committee, declared that pool 
rooms are conducive to idleness and 
are breeding places of crime. He 
declared it is known beyond dispute 
that gambling goes on in them, and 
the public welfare demands their 
abatement. The senator said the pool 
room is corrupting the morals of the 
young men to an alarming extent and 
has become a menace to the state. 

“Tt’s not the sodden fellow we're 
trying to save.” he continued, “but 
it’s to keep that group from being 
augmented by the young men.”

rooms Be asid most of the pool 
rooms in Atlanta are opernted by for- 
eigners and charged that thev are br- 
ine run dailv in violation of the law 
relative to minors not heing allowed 
te enter them.

University, Atlanta, Georgia; Turner Theological Seminary, Atlanta, 

Georgia; Payne College, Cuthbert, Georgia, and Central Park Normal and 
Industrial Institute, Savannah, Georgia. 


This is the only University System operated by Negro people, and it is 
doing a giant work in the education of Negro youths. 
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Morris Brown University and Turnert Theological Seminary consist of 
eight buildings with an acreage of sevén, and a property value of $375,000. 
This is one of the most desirable locations in Atlanta, just one mile from 
Five Points on the beautiful. Boulevard, and within calling distance of the 
great Emory University. The recent purchase of the city school which ad- 
joined Morris Brown made quite a valuable addition, and gave to Morris 
Brown a much larger share of the entire square. 
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The University and Seminary had the past term an enrollment of about 
nine hundred students, taught by a highly efficient faculty of men and women. 


Payne College consists of two buildings and an acreage of ten. It is lo- 
cated within a half mile of the courthouse in a very desirable neighborhood. 
Its land, buildings and equipment are valued at $12,725. A great work is 
being done at this school and numbers of youths are being prepared there 
for life’s work or to enter Morris Brown for higher training.

After graduation from college, he was made principal of 
the Payne High School, at Cuthbert, Ga., for several years. 

He was graduated from the Yale Divinity School in 1913, and received the 
A. M. degree from the University of Chicago in 1914. In both these higher 
institutions he helped himself financially by waiting on tables and doing such 
other work as came his way. 

He has pastored churches in Georgia, Missouri and California. In 1920 
he was elected president of Morris Brown Univesity.

The Potentiometer. 
Some types of crystal detectors are found to be more sensitive if a 


potential of a few volts is impressed across the terminals. 


The adjust- 


ment is usually fairly critical, requiring a very fine voltage regulation 


which is obtained with the device known as the potentiometer. 


The 


necessary voltage is usually supplied by several dry cells connected in 
series, across the terminals of which the potentiometer is connected. A 
sliding contact allows the resistance to be varied and since the current 
through the resistance is constant the voltage varies with the variations 


in resigtance. 


One terminal of the battery in common with one terminal of the 
potentiometer is connected to the detector, while the variable contact 
of the potentiometer is connected to the other side of the detector 


through the telephones. 


A fixed condenser is usually inserted in series 


with the detector and secondary winding to prevent the potential from 
the battery being shunted across the secondary. This small fixed con- 


denser is therefore called a stopping condenser. 


The polarity of the 


battery is also important in satisfactory functioning of the detector and 
may be reversed to ascertain which gives the best results.

The trip will be made by 
Special train leaving Atlanta next Fri- 
day night and returning Sunday night. 
The visitors are to be guests of the 
city of Savannah from the time the 
train leaves Atlanta. In outlining 
the program the invitation reads: 

“Our program includes a ride on 
the Savannah river on Saturday and 
Saturday night and Sunday at Ty- 
bee beach. This will give you all an 
opportunity to see the commercia! 
features of Savannah and at. the 
same time enjoy the breezes and surf 
bathing at Georgia's beach. 

“Savannah will be disappointed if 
a single legislator fails to respond 
to the roll call at Savannah on Sat- 
urday morning. For two days we 
wish each and every member of the 
assembly and each and every state 
official to regard himself as a Sa- 
vannahan, part and _ parcel of the 
life of the community. A prompt 
acceptance of our invitation is ex- 
pected, collectively and individually, 
so we will be in position to know 
how many guests to arrange for. 

“Twice before the assembly has 

honored Savannah by visiting her. 
On this third occasion we hope to 
make their stay more enjoyable 
than their predecessors—to make it.

Within the bounds of Georgia.” . 
_ Representative Adams, of Walton, 
Introduced a resolution in the house 
providing for the abolition of the state 
tax commission and the state prison 
commission and a reduction of salaries 
of all state officials except the gov- 
ernor of 25 per cent.

Valentino himself proposed amend- 
ments which were approved by the 
committee providing for a 10-hour day 
and a 55-hour week. ‘The bill as 
originally drawn provided for a 9-hour 
day, as a miximum, but there was 
considerable opposition to this. The 
measure is being strongly supported 
by many of the orzanized club women 
of the state.
